Having completed 50 years of 
electric service in Atlanta, the 
Georgia Power Company is tak 
ing note of its golden anniversary 
without any formal program of 
celebration, it was announced 
yesterday by Preston 5S, Ark- 
wright, president. 

“While it is gratifying to look 
back upon a half century of pub- 
lic service in Atlanta by this com- 
pany and its predecessors—a serv~- 
ice that in recent years has be- 
come statewide—we and every- 
else must concentrate upon 
today's big job,” he said. 

“Right now, doing all we can 
to help win victory overshadows 
everything else. We have, there- 
fore, abandoned tentative «plans 
for formal celebration of the an- 
niversary.”

Construction will start 
soon afterward on a third 60,000- 
horsepower unit.

Music which has reputedly been 
used to charm the savage beast, is 
now being regarded with keen in- 


i'terest by science as a means of 


soothing the jangled nerves of a 
war-torn generation—and more 
importantly, as a medium through 
which the rising generation may 
assured emotional security 

In Atlanta, the Children’s School 


'of Music, composed of eight groups 
of four to eight-year-olds, totaling 


90 “small fry’’—is offering, in its 
second year of existence, valuable 
research for pediatricians, psy- 
chiatrists and psychologists. It is 
the only institution of its kind in 
the south so equipped. 

The school, directed by Mrs. 
Haskell Boyter, follows in the 
footsteps of the Eastman School of 
Music in Rochester, N. Y.—its di- 
rector’s alma mater. And the 
Eastman school is the first pioneer 
in experimenting with this service 
of music. 

Music Serves the Child. 

The purpose of her school, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Boyter, is not only 
to develop the musical talents of 


|its small pupils, but to give all, to 


some degree, a musical experience. 
And in offering each child this 
form of self-expression, music 
serves as an emotional outlet. 
Peck’s bad boy may direct his 
energy into drum-beating in per- 
fect time, rather than rocking out 
street lights. Descendants of Cas- 
Milquetoast become almost 
suave after joining in with their 
classmates in “making up” songs 
and improvising on the piano. The 
child with decided musical ability, 
by the same token, is receiving 
valuable groundwork for future 
study with a private teacher.

Mrs. Boyter has instigated two 
clinics here, where experimenta- 
tion is going on in regard to link- 
ing music and child psychology.

Local pediatricians 
are helping. 

Science is beginning to believe 
that by borrowing one of a moth- 
er’s oldest methods of soothing her 
babe in arms, it may be able to 
make this a better world in which 
to live. And in these times, when, 
in other parts of the world, even 
little children must be treated for 
“shock,” and when in our own 
country, morale is being spelled 
with a capital M and placed in the 
headlines, any factor which might 
lend itself to both preventing and 
healing battered nerves, is of con- 
siderable importance.

Boards Preparing

| Georgia draft boards this week

both. The Detroit Eagles, who play the Original Celtics 
Tuesday night at the City Auditorium, were not lucky be- 
fore entering the tournament in which they caged a 
world’s title. They were anything but—speaking in the 
parlance. : 

Frankness always is refreshing, and the Eagles made 
no pretense or claims to greatness prior to the world’s pro- 
fessional tournament in Chicago last March. 

They had failed to measure up to expectations in 
the National Professional Basketball League—as the 
records show and as they readily admit. Up to tour- 
nament time supporters were about ready to write 
them off as the big pro bust of 1941. Their highly 
touted ex-college stars hadn’t mastered the technique 
of play as taught by Henry (Dutch) Dehnert, former 
Original Celtic. 

A great transformation took place in the team as the 
tournament opened. The rah-rah boys, who had _ been 
futile in league competition, suddenly came into their own. 
They began to hit on all five. 

And so, in succession, they eliminated the highly 
rated Indianapolis Kautskys, sparked by Jewell 
Young; the Harlem Globe Trotters and the famed 
New York Renaissance. This put Dehnert’s colle- 
gians in the finals with the Oskosh Stars, winners 
of the National pro league. And they beat Oskosh 
to win the world’s title. 

It was an amazing reversal of regular season form, and 
yet no one charged that the Eagles were lucky. They 
simply mastered Dehnert’s winning system of play in the 


nick of time. 

No Sympathy There’s no sympathy wasted on 
aging players in any professional 

sport. When a fellow’s through he is dropped and some 

younger man taken on in his place. Length of service 

doesn’t enter into it. It’s a cold-blooded proposition— 

especially pro basketball. 

Dutch Dehnert was dropped after 21 years with 
the Celtics. New rules had rendered less effective 
the pivot play of which he was the originator, and it 
also was deemed necessary to add younger blood to 
the team. A quickening tempo of play was needed. 
People had been saying that, like a circus, after you'd 
seen the Celtics once you had seen everything. 

And so younger stars were added and Dehnert was 
dropped. Naturally, with his great ability, he had no 
trouble securing a job as coach of a professional team. . This 
is his second year with the Eagles, and his success has 
been outstanding. 

In fact, it would seem Dehnert, with a world’s cham- 
pionship outfit, would consider that the highest peak had 
been reached. 

But he has a greater ambition in mind. 

It’s also in line with another pro policy of making 
money wherever possible. The south stretches out 
as a golden land for the Eagles. Dehnert came south 
many years with the Celtics and he realizes what it 
means to be considered as the top pro attraction in 
Dixie. 

It would, therefore, be highly profitable if the Eagles 
could supplant the Celtics in public. The reward would be 
counted high in the thousands of dollars. 

These are a couple of items behind the scenes in the 
forthcoming Celtic-Eagle clash. There won't be any 
punches pulled at the Auditorium.

The New York law, passed last in their fly boxes just 
spring, forbids the sale of plum- 
age, skin or body of any wild bird, 
after fly tyers and feather mer- 
chants have disposed of their pres- 
ent stocks. It specifically excepts 
10 so-called domesticated species, 
only two or three of which are 
used by commercial tyers. And 
in the banned group are many 
species of which hunters are al- 
lowed to kill as many as 10 a day 
under state and federal laws. 


Sportsmen Napping 

Methods by which the _ anti- 
feather campaign is being advanc- 
ed are brought to light in the Feb- 
ruary Outdoor Life. The New York 
law was introduced by State Sen- 
ator Desmond, who is also an Au- 
dubon director, and the bill was 
backed by an impressive alliance 
of feather dealers with the Audu- 
bon Society. The facts behind this 
alliance are these: Federal tariff 
laws permit importation of wild- 
bird feathers, but only for the use 
of fly tyers. When, several years 
ago, it became evident that large 
quantities of such plumage were 
being diverted for use on millinery, | 
the Audubon Society obtained evi- 
dence against certain firms in- 

volved in this illegal trade. There- | 
upon the better class of feather | 
merchants, waking to the fact that 
their industry might get a bad 
name, and suffer from a boycott 
of all feathers on women’s hats, 
formed an association under the 
name of “Feather Industries of 
America” and joined with the Au- 
dubons in a declaration of policy. 
Impressed by this alliance of bird 
lovers and bird users, professing 
to be partners in the cause of con- 
servation, the New York legisla- 
tors passed Senator Desmond’s 
bill before sportsmen knew what 
it was all about. 

Now the Audubon Society has 
issued a bulletin, “Wild Birds 
and Fly Fishing—Is America 
Big Enough for Both?” in which 
the belief is expressed “that 
American sportsmen , will 
approve of both state and fed- 
eral legislation that will end the 
commercial exploitation of wild 
birds for any purpose whatever, 
including fish flies.” Frequent 
reference is made to “market 
hunters” and the possibility is 
offered of their exterminating 
wild birds “to meet the increas- 
ing demands of fly tyers,” this 
in face of the fact that Ameri- 
can fly tyers estimate that their 
total arnual consumption of 
wild-bird plumage is not enough 
to stuff two good-sized sofa pil- 
lows. The bulletin quotes the ad- 
vertising of a supply house for 
“fly tyers” which offers’ the 
plumage of a long list of exotic 
birds—the feathers of which, 
with one exception, are never 
used by the commercial tyer. It 
is not mentioned in the bulle- 
tin that the supply house also 
sells to- milliners.

Victim of Scheme 

Rube Cross himself is the first 
victim of the New York law. Last 
fall Cross was tying flies with 
feathers plucked from a domestic 
mallard drake he had owned for 
more than a year. On October 25, 
1941, he was visited by two con- 
servation officers named DeWitt 
had not filed an inventory 
by the state law.

ment, Cross decided the officer 
must know the proper interpreta- 
tion of the law, and agreed to sign 
a civil compromise form made out 
by Hinkley and pay $10, rather 
than go to court and face a pos- 
sible penalty of $60. 

That form, as it turned out, 
made Cross, as the signer, con- 
fess not merely that he had used 
mallard feathers in tying flies, 
hut as “being a dealer and hav- 
ing on display the plumage of 
wild mallard ducks, after fail- 
ing to file an inventory of such 
plumage with the New York 
State Conservation Department.” 
Yet Cross has. stated, under 
oath, that since May 30, 1941, 
when his home was destroyed 
by. fire, he has purchased no 
wild-bird feathers from any 
source whatsoever; that never, 
at any time in his life, has he 
had wild-bird feathers for sale 
_and on display; that during De- 
Witt’s and Hinkley’s visit there 
was no plumage of any kind in 
sight, nor any apparatus used in 
tying of flies, nor did either of 
the two men ask to see any.

HEN Der Fuehrer and his agile Dr. Goebbels, 
W vropagands minister, launched an Atlanta-born 

Fascist, “Lady Haw Haw,” on the airwaves two 
weeks ago from the powerful Zeesen, Germany, trans- 
mitter, in a wily effort to confuse and divide American 
public opinion, they fitted together unwittingly one of the 
most amazing triangles of personality in modern news 
annals. 

The center of the triangle is peaceful Piedmont College, 
at Demorest in north Georgia’s pine-clad hills, and the 
three points are Lady Haw Haw herself, who is the former 
Foster Anderson; Madame Chiang Kai-shek, who was born 
Ling Soong; and Miss Henrietta Additon, famed 
American penologist. 

Respectively, they represent strong forces in behalf of 
the German, the Chinese and the American purposes in 
the present world-embracing war. 

All were lively, pig-tailed, giggling young occupants 
of the rambling old Mary J. Green Hall, thé girls’ dormi- 
torv of the college, in the first decade of this century. 

Today, with the dormitory long since ashes in a dis- 
astrous fire, and the world plunged into a bitterness of 
conflict they had little reason to anticipate, it isn’t likely 
that two of them, Madame Chiang and Miss Additon, would 
reenact with the third, Hitler’s strident broadcaster, one 
of those forbidden midnight feasts which made life in the 
spacious hall so exciting for its small tenants. 

Something in the spirit of the town itself entered into 
these diverse young characters, for Demorest was founded 
by persons of idealism in 1887-1888, named for the current 
presidential candidate of the Prohibition party and settled 
by staunch anti-liquor folk from virtually every section 
of the country. To this day its charter provides for for- 
feiture of any property upon which strong waters are 
found. Such an atmosphere must have aroused rebellion in 
some natures, psychologists are sure, while moulding 
others to accord with is own color and temper.

A World War I correspondent for the London Daily

Foster’s mother, as did all the fashionables of that day, 
took her daughter for several summers to Mt. Airy, Ga., 
then, like White Sulphur Springs, near Greenville, con- 
sidered “very toney,” it is recalled by Mrs. Genevieve 
Fisher Harris, now of 375 Ponce de Leon avenue, Atlanta, 
a childhood acquaintance at Demorest. 


“Foster was very pretty and very high-spirited,” says 
Mrs. Harris. “She and her mother came to Demorest in 
the late 90’s and lived for a year or more with. Dr. and 
Mrs. Patterson. Then they moved into another house in 
the town, and then went back to Atlanta. Foster came back 
to Demorest in 1903 and stayed in the Mary J. Green Hall, 
while attending the college, until nearly the end of the 
term in 1904.”

Foster, apparently, went west to live with her father. At 
any rate, her first writing, reputedly, was a book spon- 
sored by Colonel William F. (Buffalo Bill) Cody.

FINDS a SERMON 
IN A MOVIE

64 OU know, I wish every saint and sinner in the state of 

y Georgia could see that moving picture, ‘One Foot in Heaven,’ 

that’s running right now.” So spoke Mrs. Ketrushia Gilead 

to me, as she related the incidents of her visit to the city, and with 

enthusiasm told of her increased regard for ministers, and her 

eniarged sympathy for them in the hardships they are called upon 
to endure and perplexing problems they must solve. 

“I've always held preachers in high regard, for as a child I was 
taught to have reverence for them. I remember one time when 
the preacher was coming to our house for dinner, and my mother 
had privately instructed me to 
be very polite in his presence, 
that I was so scared of him that, 
when we got to the table and | 
wanted the butter that was sit- 
ting right in front of his plate, 
I said, ‘Mr. Preacher, will you 
please, for the Lord's sake, pass 
me the butter?’ I was so scared 
in the preacher’s presence that 
the curls in my hair almost 
straightened out. 

“And now, after seeing that 
moving picture, I come to see 
that they are just human like 
all of us, and that they have 
pride and feelings; and théy 
have many a burden to carry 
that folks in general don’t know 
about.

“Well, first of all,” said Mrs. Gilead, “I think there is mighty

He said other church folk were going to heaven as 
fast as the Methodists. I don’t believe it’s the church, or the church 
rituals, that saves anybody.

ttle greenback to go along with them. This preacher, who was 
educated to be a doctor, had his heart changed and set a-fire. And 
vou see what he brought about, ‘cause he had grit, grace and 
gumption, even if he was short on greenback.” 

I inquired of Mrs. Gilead if she thought the picture true to actual] 
life, and she replied, “Sure as gun’s iron. ere is not a single 
incident set forth in the picture but is recorded in the history of 
practically every church on the red hills of Georgia.” 

“Do you mean to tell me,” I inquired, “that churches have groups 
of men and women in them that are hard-hearted, gossiping schemers 
who often work against the preachers and try to bring about the 
downfall of the preacher, or somé member of his family?” 

“Brother, that's as true as the gospel,” replied Sister Gilead, 
taking a new start. “Why, in our church in the Piney Woods we 
right now have a steward who last year tried to frisk our pastor 
out of $5, that had been sent as a gift for the preacher to use on 
his vacation; and that rat-eved steward tried to put it on the pas- 
tors salary and keep it secret. Yes, we've got ’em in our churches 
that try to destroy a preacher, if he won't get down on his knees and 
ek boots, or lap up salt out of their hands. And they are the ones 

who hinder the church, and give the devil lots of help. 


THE YOUNG FOLKS 
SHOULD BE HEARD 

“And I liked the way that preacher in the picture gave attention 
tn voung folks. You know he said, ‘We should listen to young 
people, for they are to be the church tomorrow, and they have 
‘thoughts it will pay us to give attention to; and if we of the church 
do not attract and cultivate our young people, we may be dead 
certain the devil and his crowd will! 

“Somebody said that preacher in the picture had one foot in 
heaven, while the other one was in hot water. The preacher does 
have his heart set on heavenly things, and his dreams are of the 
kingdom of God on earth; but he is mightily mixed up with things 
and people in this world. I don’t reckon anybody has more heart- 
rending troubles than a sincere preacher. No wonder they have 
nervous breakdowns. If they don’t have troubles with some old 
cantankerous man or woman in the church, they are worried about 
their children, or about getting enough money to live on in decency. 
Talk about short rations, why, sometimes they don’t have any rations 
at all. I know one time Sam Jones didn’t have a bite to eat in the 
grouse. His wife laughed at him for cutting stovewood; but Sam 
said the Lord would provide—and He did. And those 19 leaks 
in the parsonage roofs are no joke. Preacher W. H. Cooper, who 
died at Decatur a few years ago, was once pastor of a Methodist 
church inside of 20 miles of Five Points, and he said he had to 
walk around in the house with an umbrella up, “ ’cause there were 
so many leaky places in the roof.” 

PREACHERS REJECT 
BETTER JOBS 

Sister Gilead grew eloquent, as she spoke of the sterling quali- 
ties of the picture’s hero-preacher. ‘“‘Many a time preachers are 
offered better salaries if they will move, and have refused to leave 
undone the work they felt called of God to do. You don’t hear 
of baseball players, professional men, or businessmen doing things 
But many preachers, like the hero in the moving picture, 
fee] that God wants them to stay on. So they stay on, and let the 
better salary go,” said she. 

I called Mrs. Gilead’s attention to a defect observed in the 
ehurch life portrayed in the movie, that of the church being so 
largely concerned about its own interests and showing indifference 
toward the masses on the outside. I asked if that was characteristic 
of many churches now. 

“Brother. you have asked me an embarrassing question,” said 
she. “I am forced to confess that we church folk are altogether 
too much concerned about our little affairs, keeping the wheels 
turning and getting ready to make a report that we forget and 
negiect the 99 on the outside. We of the church are so busy fum- 
a-diddling around doing things that are trivial that we don’t have 
time to tell poor wayfaring sinners about Jesus Christ, and plead 
with them to give themselvs to Him. ’Course, at Christmas time, 
we hustle around and give ’em some food and firecrackers, then 
pay mighty little attention to ’em the balance of the year. When 
that rich woman in the picture got the love of God in her heart, 
she was then as much interested in her gardener as she was in 
people of her own social standing. Folks in this world are dying 
for a little bit of love. And they look to the church for that love. 
When the church fails there, the common people are going to turn 
ewey from the church.” 

Before 1 moved toward bringing the interview to a close, I 
acxed Mrs. Gilead if she observed anything in the picture that 
was not strictly in accord with church practice and life. 

“Yes,” she replied, “I noticed two or three things. I noticed

“I remember that Miss Olive Van Hise taught me physiology and 


physical culture. 


I was never so proud in my life as the day when 


she announced my average grade in physiology was 98 per cent, and 
that I was the only pupil who, because of my high marks in that 
course, was exempt from final examinations. 


“Another teacher was Miss Henrietta Additon, who is now con- 


nected with the New York police force, and from whom I received 
a letter recently. She taught me arithmetic. I must confess that 
when it came to percentages and discounts I did not acquit myself 
with any brilliance and only made C grade. 

“It was at Piedmont that I was initiated into the mysteries of 
parsing sentences. My knowledge of English then was at best 
somewhat sketchy as I had only been in America two years and 
I had many funny little tricks of phraseology which baffled my 
grammar teacher. To cure me of them she made me try to parse 
them. Her efforts must have been productive of some success, for 
people now say that I write very good English. If so, I am inclined 
to think that these sessions of wrestling with rambling phrases and 
split infinitives may perhaps have had as much to do with any 
ability I acquired to overcome the intricacies of English grammar 
and rhetoric as any subsequent training I have had.

that the preacher didn’t make any announcements about the mid- 
week prayer meeting, urging folks to attend. That’s contrary to 
good Methodist practice. Then, again, I noticed that they didn’t 
take up any collection. Whoever heard of a Methodist meeting 
when no collection was taken? 

“But the biggest inconsistency I saw in the picture, as com- 
pared with actual life, was the crowded congregation attending 
every service. That just ain’t so. Our nominal religion of today 
is so lightweight that it doesn’t take us to church regularly. We 
have about 60,000,000 members of churches in the United States, 
and it is* estimated that 40,000,000 of ’em don’t go to church 
regularly, and don’t expect to go until they are carried there in a 
hearse. I believe it will be too late then to go to church. ’Course, 
we are going to do better about going to church as this war gets 
tighter and tighter; and then, when the war is over, backslide like 
a muskrat sliding into his hole. I don’t believe in that kind of 
religion. I G@on’t believe in deathbed repentance; and I don’t be- 
lieve in a man’s religion, if he is just scared he will go to hell.” 


“The village people used to look upon me as something of 
a curiosity, but curiosity or not, I thoroughly enjoyed the five-cent 
gum drops which I used to get at Mr. Hunt’s general merchandise 
Store equally as much as any of my playmates enjoyed them. I 
remember that three or four of us little girls used to consider it a 
great treat when one of us had a nickel to enable us to invite others 
to share cheese crackers or all-day suckers, which were displayed 
so enticingly in Mr. Hunt’s glass window. We knew little of the 
dangers of flies and microbes in those days, and cared less about 
them, even though speckled fly paper shared equal honors with the 
attractive merchandise displayed in the windows. However, I have 
lived to tell the tale. 

“Never in my life have I felt such a thrill of righteous charity 
as when Florence and Hattie Hendrickson, Flassie Additon and I 
decided a few days before Christmas that the true spirit of the 
season demanded the making of someone else happy. We each 
went the whole hog in our charitable intentions, produced 25 cents 
each, and with the sum of one dollar bought potatoes, milk, ham- 
burg steak, apples and oranges for a destitute family across the 
railroad. We tried to be modest and keep -to ourselves our noble 
deed, but so great was our excitement that Mr. Hunt, at the store, 
heard us chattering and arguing about the advisability of certain 
articles of food. I remember-—physiology being my favorite sub- 
ject—that I insisted that we should buy sugar and plenty of it so 
that the carbohydrate values could keep the puny youngsters warm, 
and give the mother plenty of energy, whereas one of the other 
charitably-minded contributors to the great investment was strongly 
for potatoes as the most filling and warmth-producing foods. Mr. 
Hunt was listening curiously and amusedly to the excited debate, 
and settled the matter by generously contributing some of each of 
the articles, but he also gave us and the great philanthropic enter- 
prise away. When we were trudging across the trestle with the 
parcels in our arms we felt like blossoming Joan of Arcs proceed- 
ing upon a sacred mission. However, when we reached the ram- 
shacklé wooden shack that the intended recipients called home, and 
faced the discouraged worn-out mother, with her brood clinging to 
her hands and peeking from behind her skirts, we were stricken 
dumb and none of us could speak a word. We dropped the bundles 
and fled. When we had run sufficient distance to feel brave once 
more, one of us dared to shout out ‘“Merry Christmas,” and we ran 
faster than ever. 

“One of our favorite pastimes was to go hazel nutting. I can 
see now the long, dusty roads that we used to tramp on Sunday 
afternoons to get to the woods. Sometimes we were lucky enough 
to have an obliging farmer driving our way in a wagon to pick us 
up and share with us his lunch of corn bread, occasionally offering 
us a leg of a frier, but as we were little girls, we were too shy to 
accept the chicken. I invariably came in for quite a bit of gentle 
teasing. Can’t you hear these men of the mountains trying to 
confuse the little Chinese girl with such an old chestnut as this: 
“Where do the nuts come from?” It is obvious that my brilliant 
answer would be: “From the trees, of course.” ‘And what kind 
of a tree does a doughnut come from?” would be the jubilant retort. 
That would floor me.. “On a pantry,” they would roar. Dropping 
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us at the edge of the woods, the kind farmers would go on with the 
usual admonition: “You girls better start for home before dark.” 
We then would scamper into the bushes to gather hazel nuts, or 
blackberries. We ate to our hearts’ content and probably consumed 
more than we took home with us. 

“At Piedmont I used to do a great deal of reading. <A fae 
vorite place was on a wooden bench between two trees beside the 
house I lived in. It was Mrs. Moss’ house. She was the head of 
the boys’ dormitory. I lived with her in a suite downstairs—she, 
and her daughters, Rosina and Ruby. Rosina initiated me into the 
intricacies of quavers and semi-quavers, chords, and the five-finger 
exercise. At that time I learned to play little ditties such as “The 
Little Mouse Runs Around the Field.” Every little piece had a 
Story attached to it, “The Little Shepherd Boy,” or something. I 
remember a big, lumbering girl who said that the2sambition of her 
life was to be able to play hymns by Christmas time so that she 
could dazzle her beau. I then thought the object was praiseworthy, 
but I wondered if the beau was worth all that effort. Most of the 
boys in the dormitory were 20 years of age or more. Some were 
country teachers seeking education in the college. Mrs. Moss used 
to invite some of them to dinner each Sunday night. I used to 
marvel at the plates of hot cakes and blackberry jam that those 
boys could make away with. The hot cakes disappeared like magic, 
as did the platters of fried ham, but Mrs. Moss and Rosina could 
produce them with wonderful deftness. In apportioning the in- 
gredients they seemed to know by instinct just how much baking 
powder and other ingredients to put in, so fast they worked. When 
Mrs. Moss wanted to be very nice to me she used to let me make 
biscuits. They never came out right. I did not appear to be blessed 
with the instincts of a cook at all. 

“In my memory, Piedmont is famous for one thing. It was there 
that I had the only earache in my life. It was on my 12th birthday, 
It was so bad that Dr. Lamb had to be called in, and he amused 
himself with my consternation as he made oil hot to drop into the 
aching orifice. 

“I left Piedmont for Fairmount school, North Carolina, where 
my sister had decided to go for summer school. Mrs. Moss took me 
as far as Atlanta where I met my sister. I never went back to 
Piedmont, but 1 remember with pleasure the time I spent in its 
environment.

Worth-While Books 


THE AMERICAN SPORTING 
SCENE. By John Kieran and 
Joseph W. Golinkin. Macmil- 
lan Company. New York, 212 
pp. Illustrated. $5. 


Only rarely comes a book so 
beautifully written and edited 
that—even if its subject matter 
hadn’t been good—it deserves 
recognition as a must for any 
discriminating home library.

A war story as new as the 
front page of this morning’s pa- 
per is this book, “Still Alive 
With Lucas,” by Helen Riehm. 

Polly and Lucas flee Ger- 
many to make their home in 
Spain where they believe they 
will find safety and happiness. 
The ave only been in Spain 
a short time when they find 
themselves in a war that has 
gripped the whole country and 
they are trapped. 

The love angle of this story 
is that of a wife and husband 
who have to fight for the right 
to survive. Polly and Lucas are 
arrested as spies and have dif- 
ficulty in proving their inno- 
cence. The best part of this 
book is found in the descrip- 
tions of how people live in cir- 
cumstances like that under 
which Polly and Lucas find 
themselves. This story takes 
the reader through blackouts, 
concentration camps, air raids, 
hunger lines waiting for hot 
soup, begging transportation on 
the highway and many other 
things of like nature that would 
be expected in a country where 
total war exists. This is not a 
book of sensational escapes, but 
a touching record of the small- 
er agonies of fear and confu- 
sion, hunger and compassion.

Belligerent River 
THE COLORADO CONQUEST, 
by David O. Woodbury. Dodd, 

Meade & Co., New York. 367 

pp. Illust. $3.00. 

“In 1917 government hydrog- 
raphers of Yuma, Ariz., discov- 
ered that 160,000,000 tons of 
sand had passed by on the broad 
back of the Colorado in 12 
months. Five hundred _ thou- 
sand tons every day. In a sin- 
gle hour enough new land to 
put top soil on a 10-acre farm. 

“This has been going on with- 
out interruption ever since the 
river began to flow. Over the 
aeons this monstrous load has 
been steadily dumped into the 
narrow Gulf of California and 
has profoundly changed its origi- 
nal geography. Once, it is 
thought, the gulf reached north- 
ward to the base of the San 
Jancinto mountains 150 miles 
northwest of Yuma. The river, 
emptying into it, began to fill 
it up till it had built a bridge 
across to the western shore and 
had turned the upper end into a 
lake. Slowly the lake evapo- 
rated and left a sink where the 
old sea bottom had been—a hole 
glazed with salt and depressed 
a thousand feet below the level 
of the Pacific outside.” 

It is a belligerent river, with a 
belligerent history. That history 
extends over 400 years and is 
singularly gaudy and colorful. 
Now Mr. Woodbury, author of 
“The Glass Giant of Palomar,” 
rewrites the Colorado's history, 
throwing his historical spotlight 
mainly on the irrigation projects 
of Imperial Valley and on the 
building of Boulder Dam. It is 
an engaging narrative, filled 
with heroic figures and heroic 
failures. Such men as Rock- 
wood, the engineer; Feffernan, 
the Army doctor; W. F. Holt, the 
“angel” of Imperial Valley; Chaf- 
fey, the promoter. In the back- 
ground such “off the stage” ac- 
tors as the Southern Pacific 
railroad, Senator Hiram John- 
son, ex-President Herbert Hoov- 
er. All played a part in taming 
the Colorado, and Boulder Dam 
supposedly has nailed down the 
result for eternity. But one 
cannot be quite sure. Through 
400 years of history the Colorado 
was often tamed, but didn't stay 
that way. She may have a few 
more tricks up her sleeve.

This is the bare outline of the 
story. It will hold your inter- 
est to the end.

Now and then Miss Han- 
na falters ever so slightly over 
her characters, and there are 
questions about some of them, 
particularly Barrett Page, which 
remain unanswered to the last. 
But in her portrait of Georgia 
she never falters. Her descrip- 
tions of the countryside are viv- 
id and inspired, and her gallery 
of minor characters creates a 
picture of the small-town South 
which is both accurate and com. 
plete. . Her description of the 
peach harvest on the Frost plan- 
tation and her account of the 
weird’ rituals of a poor-white 
snake-worship cult are outstand- 
ing.

In War-Torn China 


LEAF IN THE STORM, by 
Lin Yutang. John Day Com- 
pany, New York. 368 pp. 
2.50, 


In his new novel, 
the Chinese manner, the au- 
thor of “Moment in Peking” 
makes contemporary fighting 
China vivid and real. Although 
it is not a sequel, of the 
characters in “A Moment in Pe- 
king’ reappear. The 
book told of an epoch and a 
great family; in this, a sensitive 
love story of dramatic power, 
the action centers around three 
characters: notably Poya, young, 


handsome, wealthy, a “strate- 
gist” viewing the war coldly and 
analytically; Lao Peng, his 
friend, a Buddhist saint and 
ascetic, warm-hearted and self- 
less, who is interested only in in- 
dividual human lives, and beau- 
tiful and mysterious Malin 
(later Tanni), in quest of a 
home, whose destiny is tied up 
with the two men. In scenes 
of war'and turmoil and the mass 
migration of millions, these 
three live an intense emotion- 
al drama. 

“War does strange things to 
people,” the author says repeat- 
edly. Thus the overtone of the 
book, heard above the clangor 
of external events, is what is 
happening inside the person 
who lives in the midst of war, 
and particularly in the young 
and passionate Tanni, in whose 
life we see a conflict between 
sacred and profane love. The 
solution of her problem through 
the teachings of Buddhism lends 
to the story unique and deep 
spiritual values. 

And behind and above the 
story is drawn in large and

which haa disturbed the think 
ing of many people. This book 
of Dr. King's, gives an answer 
to the question. The importance 
of this volume can scarcely be 
exaggerated. Dr. King writes 
out of a rich background and re- 
veals his ability as a student of 
contemporary controversial lit- 
erature, Regardless of one’s 

views on this question one is im- 

pressed with the author's intel 

lectual honesty. There is no at- 
tempt to evade the issues in- 
volved. 

The book is so provocative and 
challenging that it ough to be 
read by’all pastors, and church 
leaders. To quote the first four 
paragraphs of the first chapter 
will give some idea of the main 
issues under discussion: 


“We should clearly understand 
that .the biblical teaching of the 
second coming of Christ is not 
called in question. The theory 
which I propose to refute has 
come to be termed “Adventism,” 
which regards the coming as 
premillennial; that is, as occur: 
ing before the thousand-year pe- 
riod mentioned in Revelation 
20:4-5. Postmillennialism is the 
theory that Christ comes after 
the period of a conflict and vic- 
tory over Satan. 

“Adventists fall into the fal- 
lacy of holding before their hear 
ers strict premillennialism and 
strict postmillennialism with the 
assumption that you must choose 
one or the other. But between 
two false notions you are not re- 
quired to choose either. We find 
no scriptural foundation for any 
one thousand years of ideal con- 
ditions on earth either before or 
after the coming of Christ. 


“The premillennialists believe 
that the world will grow hope- 
lessly worse before the second 
advent. The postmillennialists 
hold that the world will reach 
an ideal condition before that 
event. While this is a far more 
hopeful doctrine, yet it is in er- 
ror when it attaches any literal 
significance to a thousand -years 
reign of Christ. If the postmil- 
lennialists think that the thou- 
sand years represent the period 
in which we are now living, they 
overlook the fact that instead of 
being bound Satan is very evi- 
dently loose in the world.” 


The following chapters indi- 
cate Dr. King’s approach: The 
Main Issues, Zeal Not According 
to Knowledge, Facing the Facts 
Fairly, Crude Literalism, The 
Change of Atmosphere, The Na- 
ture of Prophecy. A False Con- 
ception of the Kingdom of God, 
The True Conception of the 
Kingdom of God, The Key That 
Unlocks the Mystery, The 
Prophet Daniel, The Book of 
Revelation, The Battle With the 
Best, The Thousand Years. The 
Apocalypse and Scriptural Val- 
ues. 

Dr. King has served the Meth- 
odist church as pastor, book ed- 
itor, editor of the Methodist 
Quarterly Review, and editor of 
the Christian Advocate in Nash- 
ville. He is the author of sev- 
erai notable books.

Historic Character 


BYRON IN ITALY, by Peter 
Quennell. The Viking Press, 
New. ‘York. 274 pp. _Illust. 
$3.30. 

In this personal—almost ag- 
gressively personal—record of 
Byron’s eight-year stay in Italy 
after his hurried departure from 
the land of his birth, and imme- 
diately before his decision to go 
to Greece and to his death, the 
traditional Lord Byron disap- 
pears and another takes his 
place. The other Byron—the 
Byron of Mr. Quenne!ll—ts still 
a peculiar person, and would 
certainly be noticed in a crowd, 
but he is recognizably human, 
and, consequently, much more 
interesting. The Satanic poseur 
is not here; the libertine is 
somewhat toned down (though 
by no means eradicated): the 
famous limp is not the hallmark 
of greatness but a handicap. of 
which the great poet was ab- 
surdly conscious at all times; 
and, above all, very little of the 
hero remains, Mr. Quennell says, 
quite convincingly: “It was one 
thing to decide that he would go 
to Greece, and quite another to 
learn that the Greek commit- 
tee ... had elected him to depu- 
tize for them on the field of bate 
tle. The idea of death might 
leave him calm; he shuddered, 
nevertheless, at the prospect of 
moving house.” 

Peculiar, though, he was and 
remains. And Mr. Quennell, 
author of “Caroline of England” 
and owner of a facile literary 
style that charms and fascinates, 
is not the man to hide any of 
the Byronic peculiarities.

emergency to general occupancy 
by low-income groups through 
local housing authorities, or they 
possibly may be acquired by 
tenants under the proposed so- 
called “Camden Plan” of mutual 
ownership. In the case of de- 
mountable homes, these may be 
sold outright to individuals and 
moved to rural or even urban 
areas as the buyers elect. At any 
rate, the Lanham act, under 
which the defense program 1s 
going forward, directs the ad- 
ministrator of the Federal Works 
Agency to dispose of them at 
the end of the war emergency 
for the purpose of realizing the 
maximum ultimate recovery of 
funds expended and the maxi- 
mum public benefit to be de- 
rived from the new housing. 

All projects have been planned 
on the basis of future disposal 
of each project rather than as 
individual home properties. The 
purpose of this Is to: 

(a) Make efficient 
projects as a whole 
of adequate size for 
operation. 

(b) Minimize both capital, 
operating and maintenance costs 
by grouping houses and space 
for parking or future garages, 
common use of paths, roads, 
public utilities and common fa- 
cilities and minimizing paved 
areas. 

(c) Facilitate group planning, 
with protection of pedestrians, 
especially children, from motor 
traffic. 

(d) Improve appearance by 
lessening monotony. 


LOCATIONS ARE BASED 
ON FUTURE NEEDS 


In administering its defense 
authorizations and allowances, 
FWA has been concerned with 
providing the necessary shelter 
as quickly as possible in accord- 
ance with the temporary or per- 
manent character of the need 
and prospective uses of the fa- 
cilities; preventing encroach- 
ment of “jerry-built” policies for 
the benefit of defense personnel 
for whom the housing is con- 
structed. 

Future needs as well as imme- 
diate requirements influence the 
election of defense housing sites. 
To prevent, as far as possible, 
the growth of “ghost towns” and 
to guard against a surplus of 
vacancies in the post-war period 
that would depress real estate 
values, the demountable houses 
are being built in some locali- 
ties. These dwellings can be re- 
moved when they are no longer 
required and set up elsewhere to 
meet a new housing need or to 
serve some other useful purpose. 
In contrast to this, communities 
of permanent homes are being 
built in centers where it is be-

Head, Md., a demountable house 
was taken down in little more 
than two hours, transported 50 
miles and set up again on a new 
site in about three hours. FWA 
erected 586 demountables at In- 
dian Head for the Navy, and the 
Navy subsequently decided. it 
had need of only 400, whereupon 
it ordered 186 demounted and

RESIDENTS WILL BE ABLE 
TO BUY THE HOMES 

The proposed “Camden Plan” 
or “mutual ownership” or de- 
fense housing was evolved 
around the 500-unit defense 
housing community at Camden, 
N.-J. Under it the government 
furnishes all the initial capital 
and assumes the responsibility 
for management until the occu- 
pants of the houses acquire a 
sulficient equity to protect the 
government from loss if manage- 
ment under their’ direction 
should fail, 

As originally conceived, the 
Camden plan provides for the 
sale of a long-time lease by the 
government of the entire prop- 
erty to a mutual housing com- 
pany. Originally, the govern- 
ment will own all the — stock. 
Kach acceptable applicant will 
purchase from the Government 
stock equal in value to the par- 
ticular dwelling to be occupied 
by the resident stockholder. The 
mutual housing company will 
then enter into a lease contract 
with the resident stockholder. 
The amount specified to be paid 
by the resident stockholder in 
the lease contract will be that 
Sum sufficient to take care of 
the following: Interest, amorti- 
zation, insurance, taxes, main- 
tenance and repair, vacancy re- 


serves and administrative ex- 
penses. 

If a resident = stockholder 
should vacate at any time 
within one year, the plan pro- 
poses, all of his reserve credits 
would accrue to the general 
reserve. He would, in effect, be 
paying rent for the period he 
occupied the premises, After the 
expiration of one year, an occu- 
pant terminating his” contract 
would receive following 


credits: 


the 


Fifty per cent of the amount 
paid in by him for amortiza- 
tion, 50 per scent of the net 
amount of his individual vacan- 
cy reserves after deducting any 
occasioned by actual va- 
100 per cent. of mainte- 
and repair reserves less 
actual cost of renovation and 25 
per cent of his proportionate 
share of the general reserve. 


Another item to be 
construction of these defense 
housing communities is_ that, 
while they are tax-free per se, 
it was provided in the Lanham 
act, under which the defense 
housing program is being oper- 
ated, that the Federal Works 
administrator would “enter into 
agreements to pay annual sums 
in lieu of taxes to any state or 
political subdivision thereof, 
with respect to any real property 
acquired by him, including im- 
provements thereon.’ These an- 
nual payments are based on tax 
levies on property before its ac- 
quisition by the government and 
upon an evaluation of the serv- 
ices normally provided by local 
governments. 

Cost of the units already built 
and occupied in Georgia and 
those under construction is near- 
ly eight million dollars-——an av- 
erage per unit of well under 
$3,200. A limit of $3,500 per unit

Singapore and Luzon 
Those who have voiced unqualified belief 
that Singapore and Luzon, either or both, are 
sure to fall before the enemy onslaught may yet 
have to eat their words. That they will do so 


gladly, goes without saying. 


For the British at Singapore and the troops 
under General MacArthur in Luzon are fighting 
back magnificently. Outnumbered, to be sure, 
four or five or six to one, but they are taking 
terrific toll of the Japanese attackers and, in 
recent news dispatches, we have heard how they 
have launched counterattacks not lacking in 
encouraging success. 

Perhaps, however, the most encouraging 
sign, in theaters of war where encouragement 
has, admittedly, been scant, is the evident ar- 
rival of reinforcements and the likewise evident 
near approach of other new forces to aid the 
hard-pressed British, Americans and Filipinos. 

New squadrons of British fighter planes have 
joined the defenders of Singapore. They are 
not only bringing down enemy planes which 
come to bomb the city, they are so severely 
strafing the Japanese in the Malayan battle 
lines and the Japanese lines of supply and 
communication, there is strong hope the fighters 
on the ground may succeed in throwing the 
invaders back. 

And, where reinforcements have arrived, 
more can, and will come. 

That glorious episode when an American 
mosquito torpedo boat slipped into a harbor on 
the coast of Bataan province, where the struggle 
for the Philippines goes on, and sunk a large 
Japanese ship, will be paralleled by othe 
examples of naval audacity, soon. : 

The odds are, to be sure, still strongly on 
the Japanese side at the moment. But Singa- 
pore may yet be saved, MacArthur’s men may 
yet hold out until adequate reinforcements 
come. In neither arena is the fight yet lost.

Rubber for Five Months 


If scientists of the University of California 
are correct in their statement that there is 
sufficient rubber in the “rabbit brush’ which 
covers vast areas of six western states to supply 
the needs of this country for five months, they 
have contributed just about as valuable an 
item to the nation’s war program as can be 
imagined. 

No details of the methods for extracting this 
rubber are given in the report from Berkeley, 
Cal. Whether it is possible or prohibitive, is 
not stated. But, if rubber latex can be harvested 
from that wild shrub of the west in sufficient 
quantity—the scientists say 500,000,000 pounds 
—it will make all the difference in the world in 
carrying over from the present stocks to the 
beginning of heavy output by the synthetic 
rubber plans now proposed. 

Even though the “rabbit brush” rubber is of 
poorer quality than the best raw rubber from 
Malaya, it will be a life-saver if only it can be 
used for recapping of tires and other purposes 
where second quantity is, in any event, far 
better than none. ‘

CALLAWAY Mr. Cason Callaway got in his car. He 


drove it more than 3,000 miles all over 
He was setting up county organizations for the annual 
campaign to get money to carry on the fight 
against poliomyelitis. Also, he was visiting 
some of the state’s leading businessmen. 

“Look here,” he'd say, “this is the only dis- 
ease that comes in epidemic form we don't 
know anything about. The new sulpha drugs 
have done miracles. We've stopped yellow 
fever, diphtheria, smallpox, and others. 

“But this polio comes like the old plagues 
used to come. There isn’t anything to do. We 
can't say to stop this or that and halt the epi- 
demic. We can't even filter out the virus. We 
just have to sit in dread. 

“One-half the money taken in stays with the 
state chapter of the national association,” he 
told them. ‘The other half goes to the national 
foundation.” 

He kept riding and talking and all the while 
he had a list. He was like an evangelist. Georgia 
never has given but about $44,000. The Georgia 

quota is $97,000. Cason Callaway thought if he could get each 
man on his list to give him a thousand dollars Georgia would go 
ahead and raise about $44,000 and thereby give to the foundation 
the full quota of $97,000. That was his dream—the full quota. 
Cason Callaway was talking to the men on his list like this: 
“Look here,” he was saying. “This is something the businessmen 
should have been interested in a long time ago, It’s fine to get 
money from dances and entertainments, but this is something you 
fellows on my list should have been supporting. Warm Springs, 
which is just one of the complementing hospitals treating polio, 
is in Georgia. It’s time businessmen all over the state got interested. 
They never have been before.” 
He talked that way to them. 
He began to check off the

and miles from one end of the state to the other. 

Two or three of his friends on the list said they didn’t quite be- 
lieve they could make it. He said they could and he said he was 
asking them personally to do it. He just sat there and smiled at 
them and got it. 

Once a fellow said to him: 

“I'm going to have to turn the President down on this.” 

“Why,” said Cason Callaway, “he didn’t ask you for it, so you 
can’t turn him down. I asked for it. You are turning me down. 
Also, he has had polio and can’t have it again. So you arent 
turning down any help for him. You are turning down the children 
who have had it and who will have it.” 

He was a powerful asker, was Cason Callaway. He made them 
hit the sawdust trail. He was as effective as an evangelist and he 
talked like one. When he met a stubborn man he just sat and smiled 
like Buddha. He fetched them. He got $1,000 for each of the 
President’s years. 

Yesterday, travel-stained and weary, he had 60 men who had 
heard his story and had come through for him and for the children 
and for those who carry on the ceaseless research for the cause, 
treatment and the possible cure or prevention of infantile paralysis. 

Now, if Georgia will come through in every county of the 
state with a sum for the fund, this state may acquire national 
attention by being the only state in the Union ever to raise its

The second Sunday I preach to 
two rural congregations with no 
way to get there except by car. 
On the fourth Sunday afternoon 
I preach to another rural congre- 
gation seven miles away wifh no 
bus transportation there. Besides 
this I am required to visit my peo- 
ple who live in widely scattered 
parts of White county. Since De- 
cember 1, I have visited in more 
than 100 homes of the county. 
Last year I was called to con- 
duct about 20 funerals at several 
different churches of this section. 
With our people giving up their 
sons for their country, I think they 
have a right to expect the minis- 
ters to visit them and encourage 
them as far as possible. 

I am not contending that. 
ministers be allowed to use 
for pleasure trips any more than 
anyone else. I do not think he 
has any more right to do this than 
any other citizen.

E LONELY KING 


Many centuries ago, there came to the throne of 
a small kingdom a shrewd and warlike genius.

DEFENSE. A man we know has found a 
new way to greet friends on holidays and 
other festive occasions. We think the idea 
should be passed on to every American: 

Instead of sending form greeting cards, 
he mails a Defense Savings Stamp book, 
with the first 10c stamp already pasted in. 
He tried out his idea first with Christmas 
and New Year's cards. It worked so well 
that he’s carried it over to all occasions. 

He calculates that for each $10 he in- 
vests in Defense cards, he can start 100 
people on the way to buying a Defense 
Bond. His $10 investment can thus sell 
$1,875 worth of bonds. He calls his idea 
“killing three birds — Hitler, Mussolini, 
Hirohito —- with one stamp.”’ 


PROGRESS. Despite the state of the 
world, science keeps right on marching 
ahead. One of the newer important dis- 
coveries has come out of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology: outdoor air 
conditioning. M.I.T. scientists now report 
that they can disperse fog. 

Greatest beneficiaries are aviators. By 
spraying large quantities of calcium chlor- 
ide through the fog, a mile-long path, 100 
feet high and 100 feet wide, can be cleared. 
All the pilot has to do then 1s steer his way 
through the corridor. Cost of keeping such 
a path clear is about $5 a minute.

FAREWELL IN POLAND 
by William L. Shirer

“The Noblest Act I Witnessed 
in the War’’ — the fourth ina 
series of articles by famous 


authors and war correspondents 


ROBABLY not many of them are 
Pp: today. The Nazis would not 

give them enough food, and the 
two winters— especially the first, 
which was the coldest Europe had 
seen for a century — must have killed 
off a great many of them. “Died of ex- 
posure’’ would be the technical term 
for those who did not starve to death. 
For what most of them lacked was 
shelter after the Nazis drove them 
from their honies. In that blizzardy 
winter of 1939-40 in Poland you had 
to have a roof over your bead and a 
fire in the stove once in a while to 
keep alive. 

But they were very brave while 
they lived. They were very brave, the 
Polish women of Gdynia, on the day I 
saw them — September 19, 1939, it 
was —— while the battle raged on the 
ridge two miles north of the town. 

It is difficult to describe. It was a 
peculiar battle. It was one of the few 
you really saw in this war. In a way, 
that was the ugly part about it. Nat 
for us, but for the women of Gdynia. 
They saw it too, saw their own men- 
folk fighting it, their hard Slavic faces 
frozen in bitter fascination as they 
watched. You have to grasp the geog- 
raphy of Gdynia and environs. You 
have to see the ridge just north of the 
port which runs for seven miles inland 
from the sea, and which can be seen 
from any place in the streets of the 
town. 


Hopeless Stand 


You have to remember that Gdynia 
itself already was in German hands 
and that on this chilly September day 
the remnants of the Polish Army of 
the North (reinforced by the men of 
Gdynia who had not already been 
called up) were making a last stand on 
the heights against an overwhelming 
force of the German army. Their posi- 
tion was hopeless. Their backs were 
against the sea. They had no artillery, 
no tanks, no planes. But all day long 
they fought on, with rifles and ma- 
chine guns. And down in the town 
their women, with whom they had 


seen Gdynia grow from a tiny fishing 
village to the leading port on the 
Baltic, a port of hope for Poland, 
watched them. 

The women did not cheer as, say, 
American college women do at a foot- 
ball game. Neither did they whine or 
weep. All day long they stood in the 
streets as if their feet had been glued 
to the pavement, their heads up- 
stretched, their eyes concentrated on 
the heights. They would disdain to 
look at you when you passed them. 
They were bitter, but they were also 
proud. As they gazed at the smoke the 
German bombs and shells made, did 
they hope for the sight of the white 
flag that would mean that some at 
least of their men would survive, liv- 
ing still? If so, they made no sign to 
show it. 


Revenge Was Only Hope 


Prosasry in the brief period of the 


war, which had come so suddenly 
three weeks before, they had become 
too numbed by what had happened to 
hope for anything beyond the sight of 
dead Germans. For the killing that 
they saw going on up on the ridge, the 
slaughtering of their men, was only 
part of what was happening. 

A few days before, the Germans had 
swept into Gdynia and had evicted 
these women from their homes, the 
modern, American-like homes which 
had been built in Gdynia — almost 
the only ones like them in the whole 
impoverished country. They had been 
ordered to leave the furniture just as 
it was, including the radio and bed- 
sheets and silver, so that the new Ger- 
man masters who were being brought 
into the town should not be incon- 
venienced. 

From their belongings of a lifetime 
they could take 22 pounds — in one 
small suitcase. And down at the freight 
yards, these women knew, the Ger- 
mans were assembling the boxcars 
that, as soon as the railroad had been 
repaired, would take them to the 
wasteland of Eastern Poland. 

Frost was in the air, and it would be 
a cold ride, they knew, and without 
their men, and where would the food 
come from, and the shelter? And with 
winter almost on them. I passed them 
for the last time that afternoon. They 
stood in the streets, still, their faces 
uplifted, proud, defiant, bitter. 

I’ll wager they were that way to the 
end, full of a noble dignity until the 
last hunger that Hitler forced on them 
came, and the killing cold.

— to be the Achilles’ heel 

of North America. The 

Axis would strike at the United States through 
our southern neighbor. 

But these daringly conceived plans have 
been frustrated. And one who played a most 
important part in upsetting Hitler’s plans is a 
man so unpretentious in manner and appear- 
ance that if you passed him on the street you 
might hardly notice him. He is General 
Manuel Avila Camacho, President of Mexico. 

Hitler’s attack on the Americas was to be 
an inside job. He has said so on many occa- 
sions. German fifth columnists and saboteurs 
would undermine the Americas by destroying 
their unity. Class would be set against class, 
nation against nation. And the countries of 
the New World would fall into his lap like ripe 
plums. 

Able Nazi agents began organizing the 
thousands of German nationals in Mexico, 
began setting up front organizations, attempt- 
ing to influence reactionary politicians, re- 
cruiting minority groups and individuals who 
opposed the ideals of democracy. 

Part of their campaign was to create fear 
and suspicion of the United States. The 
Nazis screamed against ‘“‘Yankee imperial- 
ism,”’ “‘dollar diplomacy” and “‘the colossus of 
the north.”” Uncle Sam was painted as a 
greedy, bullying tyrant who waited only for 
the right moment to seize the Latin-American 
nations and enslave their peoples. 

This campaign was gaining headway when 
General Avila Camacho came into office in 
1940. Certain ostensibly Mexican newspapers 
already were haranguing against “Yankee 
imperialism.”’ 

The story of how Avila Camacho helped to 
thwart that Axis offensive in North America 
is one of the most vital chapters in the history 
of the Western Hemisphere. 


Wastes No Time 


Even before he became President, Camacho 
had seen through Hitler’s plans. And, once 
in office, the practical Chief Executive imme- 
diately started his drive against Nazism. 

His answer to German propagandists who 
sought to spread disunity and distrust was 
to proclaim forthrightly his support of Pan- 
Americanism and his close friendship with the 
United States. ‘““The destinies of the United 
States and Mexico,” he stated, ‘“‘are common 
geographically and politically. Mexico has 
nothing in common with Nazism or Com- 
munism. Mexico is a democracy.” 

It would be hard to find two men who differ 
more'sharply than the Fuehrer of Nazi Ger- 
many and the President of Mexico. The Nazi 
is brilliant, erratic, cruel, dictatorial, fanatical 
’ and unpredictable. The Mexican is calm, 
deliberate, kindly, democratic and logical. 

There is more common sense than fireworks 
about the President of Mexico. Soldier, farmer 


Der Fuehrer had it all. planned — he was 
to strike at Uncle Sam through Mexico! 
Then a man named Avila Camacho got busy

and family man, he is a sound, stable, hard- 
riding Chief Executive. And that is a definite 
asset now. This is no time for flamboyant 
politicos and comic-opera dictators. What 
Mexico needs in the presidential saddle today 
is a sober citizen of simple tastes and outlook. 
President Camacho’s social and economic 
views are middle-of-the-road. This is an asset, 
too. It has helped him to unify Mexico’s 
classes and factions, has won him as a nick- 
name the “great conciliator.’’ While he has 
pledged himself to uphold the political and 
economic progress of the revolution, he be- 
lieves that capital has its rights as well as 
labor. When people try to pin an ideological 
tag on him, he insists, ‘I am a democrat.” 
He has another asset that makes him és- 


pecially valuable today. He is a soldier. “‘A 
soldier’s soldier,’ they call him in Mexico. 

He was born 44 years ago in the little town 
of Chiapas. His father was a farmer and 
businessman. But such a life did not appeal 
to Avila Camacho. He wanted excitement and 
adventure. He found both in the revolution of 
1914, when at the age of 17 he joined Car- 
ranza’s cavalry. 

He came out of the war a lieutenant. 
Thenceforth his rise was rapid. He became 
a major at 19, a colonel at 23, a brigadier 
general at 27 and a major general at 32. Hard 
work was his stock in trade. 

Dark-haired and black-eyed, he is one of 
the few unmustached Mexican generals. He is 
a powerful man physically, solidly built, 
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President Camacho: he’s letting 
U. S. forces use Mexican soil 


with heavy jowls and the neck of a wrestler. 

He is a forceful, unrhetorical speaker. He 
uses no impassioned gestures; his words are 
deliberate, his manner sincere. He conveys to 
the audience his own confidence and practical 
optimism. 

But the President of Mexico, knows that 
words are not enough to combat totalitarian 
aggression. They must be backed up by prac- 
tical action. To guard against fifth-column 
dirty work, he has proposed a joint intel- 
ligence service for the United States, Mexico 
and other Latin-American nations. 

On the day that the United States declared 
war, Mexico broke off diplomatic relations 
with the Japanese Empire. Three days later 
President Avila Camacho severed relations 
with Germany and Italy. Mexico's part in the 
conflict, he told a nation-wide radio audience, 
“under present circumstances will not be in 
the trenches but tn the factories and fields”’ to 
further production and ‘“‘contribute to the 
security of America.”’ 


He’s Co-operating 


‘Doway, United States warplanes are allowed 
to fly over Mexican territory on their way to 
and from the Panama Canal, under a reciprocal 
convention between the United States and 
Mexico. Avila Camacho has initiated legisla- 
tion to the effect that Mexico shall not regard 
as a belligerent any American nation at war 
with a non-American nation. Airplanes, sol- 
diers and ships of American belligerents are 
now allowed to use Mexican ports, waters and 
terrain. Certainly he is making good on his 
pledge that the United States can rely on 
Mexico's “‘solidarity and co-operation.” 

He is modernizing the army as rapidly as 
possible, increasing its mobility and striking 
power. As a soldier he knows the advantages 
of organization, speed and fire power. The 
Republic is believed to have at present about 
60,000 regular troops and 75,000 reservists. 
There are also the air force, marines and navy. 

Just how the Mexican and United States 
navies are co-operating to protect the coasts 
of North America is an official secret guarded 
in Mexico City and Washington. But it is 
known that their joint activities are far- 
reaching. 

As the United States girds itself for a great 
struggle against the European and Asiatic 
powers of the Axis, we can look with con- 
fidence to our neighbors. Never have relations 
between the republics of Mexico and the 
United States been so cordial. In a large 
measure Avila Camacho’s insistence that “‘the 
defense of America is a common cause to all 
of us” has effected that cordiality. He has 
wholeheartedly reciprocated our govern- 
ment’s policies of Pan-American solidarity 
and friendship. 

Such a working example of Good Neighbor- 
liness cannot but foreshadow failure for the 
Axis offensive against the New World.

the Fire Clown. But over 3,000,000 
school children have. And they know 
and love him. 

Smoky is tall, slim, fit-looking Harry K. 
Rogers, whose lifework is fire prevention. 
Right now he’s up to his ears in national de- 
fense, teaching civilian groups and other fire 
fighters how to combat sabotage and incen- 
diary bombs. His chief interest, though, has 
always been fire-prevention work with kids. 


Yu may never have heard of “Smoky,” 


The records bulge with stories of lives he has 
saved. Smoky considers them as rich divi- 
dends paid on years of hard work. 

He was born in Marion, Kansas. In short 
pants, he was the fire-department mascot. At 
12 he became a messenger, wore a red hat and 
a silver badge. Later he was made Chief, a job 
of high honor and no pay. By then, Rogers 
had become an actor, but what time he had 
between shows, he gave to the Department. 
Fire fighting and acting may seem like a 
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**Dammit — quit singing!”’ 
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strange combination, but it served him well. 
For in road companies with Otis Skinner and 
David Warfield and in early movies with 
William S. Hart, he learned what entertained 
and moved an audience. 

One hot summer day in 1921, attending a 
Kansas firemen’s convention, he heard a fire 
chief complain to his fellow red-shirts that he 
couldn't seem to interest children with his 
lectures on fire prevention. The youngsters 
just wiggled, squirmed and paid absolutely no 
attention. 

Rogers thought: “We're going at this thing 
all wrong. Why doesn't someone talk to these 
kids in their own language’”’ Then he thought 
some more, and asked himself: ‘‘Well, Harry, 
why don’t you do something’ Use theater 
methods. Don’t talk —act.’’ He conferred 
eagerly with other chiefs about his new idea. 
Most of them discouraged him, but Rogers 
decided to go ahead anyhow. 

Making his own stage ‘“‘props,’’ he worked 
up a clown act. He used his five-year-old 
daughter Jean and her playmates as a testing 
audience for every trick, every joke. If they 
didn't laugh, he threw it out. If they did, into 
the act it went. Consequence: the show has 
delighted children ever since. 

At first, Rogers paid his own expenses, and 
took what civic groups could pay him. In 
three years, he spent $3,000 of his own money. 
Fortunately, an insurance-company repre- 
sentative saw him at work, and hired him to 
spread the gospel from then on. 


Audiences of Every Size 


H:.’; still doing it, in addition to his exten- 
sive field work in training firemen for na- 
tional defense: His audiences have varied from 
a dozen kids in a village schoolroom to 120,000 
in Soldier’s Field, Chicago. He has spoken 
from platforms at county fairs, in hay barns, 


from teachers’ desks, in hospital wards for 
crippled youngsters, in schools for the blind. 
(Afterward, the blind children often come 
forward and feel his clown costume. ) 

Stage properties for Smoky’'s act are sim- 
ple: stepladder, set of steps, bucket, mop, two 
large matches as big as policemen’s night 
sticks, huge clock which rings a !oud gong 
every minute during the act. That last drives 
home to the children a startling fact: every 60 
seconds an American home burns because of 
carelessness. 


Plenty of Color 


Onxro the stage prances Smoky, resplendent 
in a brilliant red coat, a huge, flapping white 
collar, sky-blue pants and a toy fireman’s hat 
perched on top of his head. 

Smoky climbs the stepladder, tangling one 
foot with the other, then sits on the top step. 
He asks: 

“How many of you children ever saw a 
stick of dynamite? (A few raise hands.) It's 
terrible stuff, isn’t it? One stick would blow 
this building all to smithereens, wouldn't it? 
Now, how many of you ever saw a gallon of 
gasoline? (All raise hands.) Oh, everybody 
has. Now, I'll tell you something about gaso- 
line. One gallon of gasoline will tear up just 
as much, when it explodes, as 87 sticks of 
dynamite! 

“Now, @hen you go home, I want you to 
tell your mothers and your big sisters that 
whenever they use gasoline to wash their 
gloves or to take grease spots out of their 
clothing, that they should always go out in 
the back yard. Or, better yet, send the stuff to 
the cleaner — let him worry!” 

Seated atop the stepladder, Smoky now 
rocks back and forth. At each rock the chil- 
dren think Smoky will fall, but he doesn’t — 
until finally over he goes, turning two back 


somersaults and coming up on his feet, un 
hurt and grinning. 

In another sequence, Smoky explains spon 
taneous combustion, the dangers of storing 
oily rags or mops under stairs. Dramatically, 
he sets off some flash powder underneath him 
self, while sitting on the prop stairs, then 
hurriedly turns in a fire alarm 
way. He then does it the right way. 

Using that same graphic technique Smoky 
teaches children to be careful in handling 
matches, how to roll in 
a rug if their clothes 
catch fire, the dangers 
of bonfires, rubber gas 
stove connections, and 
all the other common 
dangers. 

Klementary? Of 
course. Funny? Not to 
adults — but it is to 
children. And they re- 
member. 

As a matter of fact, 
during his act he does 
not wish teachers to 
discipline the children. 
He says that if he can’t 
hold their attention, he 
is the one who ought to 
be corrected, not they. 

Smoky is_ business- 
like, too. To each of his listeners he gives a 
Home Fire Hazard checklist, which each child 
fills out after a home inspection. Six million of 
these have been filled out and turned over to 
local fire departments. It would be impossible 
to estimate how many home fires those lists 
have prevented. 

If Smoky has had phenomenal success with 
the youngsters, his success with grownups 
has been no less amazing. Today, with civilian

defense a No. 1 job, he is training fire fighters 
all over the country. He has aided corpora 
tions in organizing their own brigades, Smoky 
says that elaborate equipment 1s not necessary 

if you fight fire with knowledge. Or better 
vet, prevent it. 

Rogers was the first field instructor of fire 
men in this country. He organized the first 
regional traiming schools. Last year 76,000 
firemen were enrolled in them; 20 years ago 
there were no schools and no students. Since 
13,000 of our 14,000 fire 
departments are volun- 
teer, this advanced 
training means tar 
yreater protection for 
your life and property 
in either peace or war. 

With his heavy work 
schedule, Rogers him- 
self does not have much 
leisure. But when he ts 
tired, he just looks at 
the newspapers and 
finds plenty of refresh- 
ment in stories like 
this: 

At Ashland, Ohio, 
Anna Louise, aged 
eight, saw her little 
brother. stumble into a 
gas heater. His bath- 
robe caught fire. Calmlv, the little girl un- 
buttoned the garment, snatched it off. rolled 
it in a rug to put it out. The boy was unhurt. 
Anna Louise then went upstairs and told her 
mother what had happened. Anna Louise said 
she had learned what to do in an emergency 
from Smoky, the Fire Clown. 

That’s the kind of a testimonial 
would make anyone feel pretty good.

NCLE SAM needs 50,000 sailors. 
U He needs them just as fast as 

he can get them. He needs 
them to man the two merchantmen 
that are sliding off the ways each day 
— ships which will carry the stuff of 
life and the munitions of war wherever 
we can use them against the Axis. 

Time was when these sailors would 
have been shanghaied in waterfront 
bars. Not today. This year many of 
them come from college — sea college. 

Meet a typical 1942 sailorman. 
Freckle-faced, blue-eyed. A shy, 
friendly smile. Just 21 years old. You'd 
never spot him as a sailor. He speaks 
with an inland twang, is blushingly 
uncomfortable with most girls. But 
he’s a sailor; make no mistake about 
that. Aboard ship he can show many 
an officer a thing or two about the fine 
points of the profession. 

Folks back home always said he 
was “‘one of our nicest boys.’’ Trust- 
worthy. Ambitious. Got out of high 
school and worked around for a while. 
He had hoped, once, to go to college, 
but that was out. No money. 

A recruiting officer for the Maritime

the man said. ““‘When you graduate 
from Hoffman Island you'll know as 
much as Old Man Neptune himself.’’

Harbor. It used to be a quarantine . 


center. Today it is one of the six 
training stations which the United 
States Coast Guard operates for the 
Maritime Service. Others are at Gal- 
lups Island, Boston; St. Petersburg, 
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Fla.; Point Hueneme, Cal., and Fort 
Trumbull, New London, Conn. And 
it’s no exaggeration to call them sea 
colleges. In an intensive seven-months 
course, partly in the classrooms and 
shops on the island, partly on training 
ships at sea. Students learn more sea- 
manship than oldtimers used to pick 
up in years. Being taught to be sailors 
in a world at war, they get a complete 
course in gunnery everything from 
how to operate the range finder to 
shooting daylight through kite-pulled 
targets. Which will come in handy 
now. 

Uncle Sam pays the tuition — and 
gives them $21 a month to boot, with 
the assurance of much more as soon as 
they qualify for an A.B. (And aboard 
ship, that means Able-Bodied Seaman, 
not Bachelor of Arts.) Most of them 
are enrolled in the Naval Reserve; all 
of them, when they graduate, become 
members of the Maritime Service. 

They usually get better than a 
hundred a month on our new mer- 
chantmen. And they can take free cor- 


respondence courses — given by the — 


Coast Guard — to qualify for a still 
higher rating, and better pay. 

Students range from 18 to 23 years 
of age. They come from everywhere — 
farms, villages, cities. Few have ever 
been in anything more nautical than a 
rowboat. But they hear of this oppor- 
tunity through local State Employ- 
ment Offices, and sign up. 

They study everything from arith- 
metic to maritime law. They learn to 
row and sail, to save men overboard, 
to man the guns.

WATCH THAT THROATLINE 


With a beautiful neck you can hold 
your head up in more ways than one

T LEARN the secret of keeping 
the profile young, actresses and 
wealthy women cheerfully write 
out checks in four figures to those 
contour-experts who are skilled in the 
strategy of outwitting age. 

Such tactics have to be used, be- 
cause the older we grow, the more 
difficult do gravity’s tugs on the 
muscles and Time’s thrusts on the 
flesh make it for us to hold to the 
line. 

But what these wealthy women — 
with a reputation for youth and beauty 
to defend — do, with the aid of ex- 
perts, is something that you can do on 
your very own. Here is the three-step 
procedure. 

First, good posture. Any neck car- 
ried high gives a youthful effect, no 
matter what the vital statistics say. 
So, watch out for a turtle-neck posture 
that nullifies the appearance of youth. 
All you have to do, to keep a neck out 
of a collar and a chin at a sharp right 
angle to it, is to keep yourself men- 
tally aware of good posture. 


Second, keep your skin supple and 
soft by the daily use of an emollient. 
Skin, like fine leather, stays flexible 
and resistant to wrinkles as long as 
you'll take the trouble to keep it 
oiled. Moreover, certain creams can 
be absorbed by the skin, thus giving 
you more than surface protection 
against dryness, tautness, or lines. 

Third, make every day moving day 
for neck muscles. A lazy lack of move- 
ment is. what contracts that young, 
fluid line from collar-bone to chin, 
causes cushions of flesh to sag, and 
makes creases or pleats in the skin. 

But worse than no exercise at all 
is the wrong kind that jerks or 
strains muscles — or even the right 
kind of exercise that you take up 
with zeal and drop, as interest 
wanes. What happens when you 
are alight o’ love about exercise is 
that you loosen and lengthen mus- 
cles and then abandon them. 

So, here is a series of the right kind 
of exercises to be taken in the right 
kind of way. Do them nightly. 
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1. SLIPPERY: Skin should have 
the slip of a wet seal’s for our 
muscle-moving so after bath- 
ing your neck, put on plenty 
of rich throat cream in brisk 
upward and outward motions, 
preliminary to your exercises. 


ACROBATICS: .Be willing to 
look ugly. Turn neck full left, 
then right. Easy goes. Nojerks 
allowed. As head pivots, screw 
up your mouth in same direc- 
tion. This gives good pull to 
too rarely-used jaw muscles. 


CHINNING: Stand a few feet 
out from mantel or shelf, body 
erect, hands gripped behind 
you. As you pull backward 
with hands, pull forward with 
your chin and touch the shelf. 
Repeat several times. 


BUSY JAWS: Raise chin, jut 
out lower jaw, and then shut- 
tle jaw forward and back, as 
though it were an automatic 
trap. Make lower teeth pro- 
trude beyond the uppers so 
as to work the chin muscles. 


§. FINIS;Now, tissue off cream, apply an astringent, 
and put on make-up. As you sally forth, hold head 
as though invisible hands pulled you upwards.

Dinner for 75 —at a moment's notice! Such an 
order can’t faze Mrs. George C. Marshall, wife 
of U.S. general No. 1. Here’s how she does it

BREEZY day last summer; the United 
A States still formally at peace but pre- 

paring for possible war. The General 
and his wife go from Washington to Fire 
Island, just off New York’s Long Island. On 
the sands, boys are flying kites. The General’s 
wife looks at them — smiles inscrutably. The 
General asks what she is smiling at. 

‘The kites,’’ she answers him. 

“The boys, you mean?”’ He is puzzled. 

‘“‘No,”” she says. ““The tails on the kites. 
There they are, never knowing where they're 
going, but always trailing along -- just like 
officers’ wives.”’ 

‘“‘Well,”’ says the General quickly, ‘“‘how far 
could a kite fly without a tail?”’ 

Here, in short, is a disarming candid-camera 
view of our Army’s big man — Chief of Staff, 
General George C. Marshall — and his wife. 

General Marshall is noted in Washington 
for always taking people to lunch or dinner 
at his own house, instead of whisking them 
off to the Club as most officials and officers 
do. The reason is Mrs. Marshall —— slender, 
pretty, a wife, who has learned how to serve

lunch or dinner to any number of people on 
a quarter of an hour's notice. 

‘The General's secretary telephones when 
he leaves the office and tells me how many he 
is bringing. That gives me fifteen minutes,” 
Mrs. Marshall says. ““One day they phoned 
that the General was bringing a visiting 
Governor and about two friends. But when 
they walked in, there were 75 people — the 
Governor's entourage had come along, too.” 

But Mrs. Marshall does not think “‘rising 
to an occasion” like this 1s wonderful at all. 
“All Army wives do it,’’ she says.

HOT CHERRY SAUCE 


1 (No. 2%) can pitted black Dash of salt 

14 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 tablespoon sugar 14 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 1 teaspoon lemon juice 
l4 cup strained orange juice 


cherries 


Drain cherries, save syrup. Combine sugar, 
cornstarch, salt and spices; add cherry syrup 
and orange juice. Cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly until thickened. Simmer 15 min- 
utes.

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YOUR EYES 


By DR. L. N. HUFF. 


Staphyloma of the cornea, 
known as anterior Staphyloma, is 
a bulging of the cicatrix lined by 
a dropping 
down (pro- 
lapse) of the 
iris. It usually 
follows a per- 
foration of 
corneal ulcer. 

It may be to- 

tal if it re- 

places the en- 

tire cornea, or 

partial when DR. L. N. HUFF 
it occupies only a portion of the 
cornea. 

It may be globular, conical or 
obulated. It is a whitish color 
with bluish areas representing 
spots where pigment shows 
through the thin cicatrix (the 
growth). It may be all white or 
all bluish. Most of the cornea is 
replaced by connective tissue, and 
some blood vessels are usually 
seen on the surface. It varies in 
size, being small in some cases 
and so large in cthers that the 
eyelids cannot be closed. 

These objective symptoms are 
usually accompanied by changes 
in the eyeballs and in the lids. 
There is almost always increased 
tension, pain and changes in the 
interior of the eye which lead to 
blindness. The summit of the pro- 
trusion becomes dry and ulcerat- 
ed, there is frequent eruption fol- 
lowed by closure of the opening. 
This latter process may continue 
over a considerable period, until 
the eye is lost and becomes a 
shrunken globe.
